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Waltz Road Bridge in New Boston 
to open on Monday, June 3 


The Waltz Road Bridge in New Boston 
will reopen on Monday, June 3, almost 
exactly two years from the day Wayne 
County closed the 93-year-old bridge. 

An 8 a.m. ribbon-cutting ceremony 
will mark the opening, Wayne County 
Commissioner Al Haidous announced to 
the crowd at the conclusion of the Sumpter 
Fest parade on Saturday. 

The bridge will then be open for traffic by 
the general public, said Huron Township 
Supervisor David A. Glaab in a Friday 
news release. 

The county closed the bridge on June 1, 
2017 after inspection found deterioration 
to bridge bearings, the bridge deck, and 
steel supports, he said. 

Following a review of repair and 
replacement options, Wayne County 


decided replacement offered the longest 
life for the bridge while being most cost 
effective, he said. 

“After two years of closure, we are 
very excited the construction of the new 
Waltz Road Bridge is nearly complete,” 
Supervisor Glaab said. “While the bridge 
replacement project imposed significant 
challenges for local businesses and served 
as an impediment for local traffic, it is now 
time to reap the long-term benefits of this 
significant infrastructure investment in our 
community.” 

Glaab said he credits Wayne County 
Commissioner Haidous, Wayne County 
Executive Warren Evans, and DPS 
Director Beverly Watts working with the 
township to secure a timely replacement of 
the bridge. 


VBT Planners ask for ordinance 
to make way for senior housing

At its regular meeting May 22, the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
heard what other communities are doing 
to let their senior citizens age in place and 
then directed their planning consultant to 
come up with an ordinance for them to 
consider. 

Ata past meeting, Commissioner Medina 
Atchinson said her friends are having to 
move to other communities when they get 
older and wish to downsize their homes. 
She urged the commission to find a way for 
the people who live in this area to be able 
to stay in the township. 

Consultant Vidya Krishnan of McKenna 
presented a three-page report on what 
communities of similar size are doing 
for senior housing. She reported on Lyon 
Township, one of the fasted-growing 
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townships in Michigan; Orion Charter 
Township; City of Inkster; and City of 
Rochester, where she serves as planning 
consultant. 
“In recent years, senior housing has been 
a vital topic in planning,” said Krishnan, 
who replaced Patrick Sloan as VBT 
planning consultant when Sloan was hired 
from McKenna by Canton Township. 
Krishnan spoke of a VBT ordinance 
allowing senior housing in industrial 
zoning and VBT Treasurer Sharry Budd, 
who sits on the commission, said she didn’t 
like having it in an industrial setting. 

Beth Ernat, assistant development 
director of Clover Development, got up to 
speak on the subject. She said her company, 
which is based in New York, has five 
different adult communities in Michigan, 
and also communities in New York, Ohio,

Sumpter Township Police hen switches to CLEMIS

At its regular meeting on May 14, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
approved the request of Public Safety 
Director/Police Chief Eric Luke to approve 
an agreement with Oakland County’s 
Courts & Law Enforcement Management 
Information System (CLEMIS) for police 
department consortium services. 

CLEMIS is also used by the police 
departments in Van Buren Township and 
the City of Belleville. 

At the Feb. 12 meeting, Chief Luke said 
he attended a meeting of the consortium 
for the police department CAD system his 
department uses, which is SEMIA with an 
OSSI system. 

He said it originally had 13 members 
which has fallen to eight members. There 
has to be an increase in fees to cover the 
costs, for the members remaining. He said 
Central Square bought the OSSI system 
which will force Sumpter to pay $10,000 
to $20,000 for maintenance and a share of 
$100,000 for cost. 

Chief Luke said the township needs to 
go with the CLEMIS system which started 


40 years ago. Romulus pulled out of OSSI 
and Huron Township is looking at doing 
the same. Since, Huron Township does 
dispatch for Sumpter, Sumpter will be 
forced to join on their tail, Luke said. 

All departments at 34th District Court 
will be in CLEMIS, he said. The cost will 
still be a lot, he said, $88,000 compared to 
$30,000, and there are costs for changing 
— $5,000-$6,000 to get the information 
out and $5,000 to $10,000 to put it into 
CLEMIS. 

The brunt of the cost will be paid by 
Huron Township because they have the 
911 system, Luke said. 

In other business at the May 14 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the May 15 resignation of 
Dawn Hadyniak from the position of 
deputy clerk and then approved hiring 
her as of May 15 to fill the union position 
of assistant in the clerk’s office. She will 
keep her seniority of Aug. 7, 2017 for 
vacations, paid time off, and sick time. She 
will be allowed to continue her third year 
of training for Michigan Association of 
Municipal Clerk certification to benefit the

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said this is the lettering as proposed a year 
ago. She said when you are going 70 to 80 
miles an hour down I-94, “You can actually 
read it’s Van Buren Township.” 

DDA member Carol Bird pointed out 
nobody else has such lettering on their 
overpasses. 

“The Van Buren Township lettering looks 
industrial,’ said Supervisor McNamara, 
adding the landscaping is gorgeous and the 
T’ xT’ logo sign is something to be proud of. 

McNamara asked if it was too late to 
change the letters and Ireland said it’s too 
late. “Raised block lettering might look 
better,’ he said. The fancy brickwork on 
the bridge matches the brickwork on the 
DDA’s Placemaking Project, father down 
Belleville Road. 

DDA members also worried about who 
would do the mowing of grass at the bridge 
and suggested if the state or county didn’t 
do it often enough, VBT might have to do 
it since it’s their front door. We’ll get used 
to the lettering and, yes, the logo is really 
something to be proud of.

Camping World north of the I-94 freeway 
in Van Buren Township now has a huge 
American flag blowing in the wind, with 
many people saying how much they like it. 

In Statesville, N.C., however, the company 
is under fire for flying a larger-than-allowed 
U.S. flag over its Camping World dealership. 
The company president Marcus Lemonis 
said flying big flags is a family tradition that 
started in South Florida. 

“This is about more than just the flag,” 
Lemonis told television station WSOC- 
TV in Charlotte, N.C. “This is about our 
veterans, military, and the men and women 
that have sacrificed for this great country. 
They are the reason we fly the flag and they 
are the reason we will NOT take it down! 
The flag isn’t coming down. It’s the only 
thing I know for certain. I know I’m going 
to die. I know I’m going to pay taxes. And, I 
know I’m not taking the flag down.” 

A lawsuit by the city of Statesville 
against Camping World says a flag within 
100 feet of a highway cannot be larger 
than 25’x40’. The Camping World flag is 
40’x80’. Statesville is fining him $50 a day 
retroactive to Oct. 15 for the flag. 

Sure hope VBT doesn’t get involved in 
his flag fight. 

Chris Warren of the Yankee Air Museum 
writes to us: “I wanted to alert your readers 
regarding IRS scam calls we have been 
getting on our home phone. The calls come 
either from Texas or California and they 
consist of a recorded, female voice. All 
calls say, ‘This is officially a final notice 
from IRS to inform you that IRS is filing a 
lawsuit against you. For more information 
call 209-813-2455’. I called the VBT police 
department and was told VBT residents are 
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being flooded with these calls. They said if 
you do answer the call not to give out any 
information. Please alert any seniors in 
your families or any others that might be 
vulnerable to these calls. Thank you.” 

I called the school superintendent’s office 
on Friday and was told they just found out 
the last day of school is June 13, which is a 
half day. At the last school board meeting 
they still didn’t know what the last day was 
because they didn’t know for sure the rules 
of Governor Whitmer’s decision to forgive 
some of the snow days.

At Saturday’s Sumpter Fest Parade I 
was happy to see Congresswoman Debbie 
Dingell wearing flat-heeled shoes for her 
one-mile walk on Sumpter Road from Judd 
to the fairgrounds across from the township 
hall. 

I took a picture of her in her three-inch 
heels a couple of years ago when she walked 
Sumpter Road for the parade. I couldn’t 
believe she was able to walk that far in those 
heels. 

This year people were saying, “Oh, look 
how short she is.” About three inches shorter 
than ususal, I’d say. 

At about 11:22 a.m. on Friday, there 
was a four-vehicle accident in front of 
Pinter’s on the Van Buren Township side of 
Rawsonville Road that closed Rawsonville 
Road for about 45 minutes. Huron Valley 


Ambulance was on the scene and Ypsilanti 
Township assisted. There was a power 
outage, but no wires down. 

We received a call from the scene. The 
VBT resident said she had stopped down 
the road at Banotai’s to look at plants to 
attract butterflies and 
otherwise might have 
been right in the middle 
of the accident.

Pennsylvania, Kentucky, and Indiana. 

“The demographics are great in Van Buren 
Township,” Ernat said. “We want to be in 
Van Buren Township.” 

She said they need acreage because they 
are looking at 120 units, two to four stories 
high, in the light industrial property, with 
room for green space and buffer. 

She said light industrial zoning is a 
transition zone between industrial and 
residential. 

“T like PUD [Planned Unit Development] 
or Special Provisions District,” she said. 
Krishnan had reported on the Special 
Projects District in Rochester with the 
planning commission being able to 
determine placement. 

Ernat said Clover provides three kinds 
of units: a residential unit for independent 
living, where people can sell their house and 
live there for ten years on that investment. 
Then, there is full care, where meals and 
other services are provided, and finally units 
where medical care and memory services are 
provided. 

She said their typical resident is an 82-year- 
old female. There is one parking space per 
unit. This housing is not subsidized. 

“Our apartments are not designed to be 
anything other than senior care, for those 55 
and older,” Ernat said. 

She said 2% of their units are one- 
bedroom, which is 800 square feet. Others 
are two bedroom, one bath, at 1,000 square 
feet, and two bedrooms, two baths, at 1,200 
square feet. 

They would need about 10 to 12 acres, with 
a “sweet spot” of eight to ten acres, she said. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if they 
would like surrounding amenities. 

Ernat said they would like healthcare, 
shopping, churches, “not on top of, but close 
by,” that the residents are familiar with. 

“Not the rolling countryside,” 
Commissioner Jahr stated. 

She agreed, noting they have placed 
developments on an outlot to Meijer and 
behind a Home Depot. 

Ernat said in selecting a site, Clover looks 
at acreage, price of the property, and the 
demographics, which is great in VBT. 

She said Clover will start with conversations 
with the community to see if this is a desired 
use in the township and how to make it 


happen. It is not income-restricted, she said. 

Ron Akers, VBT director of planning 
and economic development, said around 
Belleville Road, north of Tyler, there is 
mixed-use zoning. 

Commission chairwoman Carol Thompson 
asked if there is any zoning district where 
this is special use and Akers said not in 
residential. He said they would like to see a 
flexibility for developers. 

“It’s not a good idea for the planning 
commission to have carte blanche on where 
to put it, like in Rochester, but it’s worth 
exploring,” Jahr said. 

“I hope staff will identify property for 
Ms. Ernat for possible sites,” Commissioner 
Atchinson said, and Akers said he could. 

Krishna said the process in Rochester 
works for them, but may not be what is 
needed here. She said she would bring back 
a draft ordinance. 

Krishna said an ordinance would cover 
all three types of units in one package: 
independent, dependent, and Alzheimer/ 
medical. 

Commission vice-chairman Donald 
Boynton said he would like to see a hybrid 
of all three that is not too broad. 

“Tf it makes sense to decrease parking, we 
should have the flexibility to do that, and 
also landscaping,’ Commissioner Boynton 
said. 

“We look forward to seeing what you 
bring,” Chairwoman Thompson said. 

In other business at the 49-minute meeting 
on May 22 , the commission also discussed 
whether automobile rental and leasing 
agencies should be taken out of C-1 and C-2 
zoning and restricted to M-1, light industrial. 

Akers said the supervisor’s office asked 
staff to look into this change. He said it 
wouldn’t affect an auto dealership, but it 
would be for Hertz or U-Haul. Right now 
they are able to locate in commercial zoning 
on Belleville and Rawsonville roads and 
eliminating such businesses would “keep the 
Belleville Road corridor looking attractive,” 
Akers said. 

Atchinson said Hertz used to have a car 
rental at Willow Run Airport and when 
Atchinson customers needed a rental they 
were taken there. 

“Now when we have to rent a car, we have 
to drive farther and farther away,” Atchinson 
said, noting Hertz is gone from Willow Run 
because of a lack of business. 

“I would like to have a car rental on 
Belleville Road,” she said.

Akers said trucks and construction 
equipment were his concerns. He said there 
is C-2 zoning on Belleville Road between 
Belleville Square and the hotels and also at 
Rawsonville and I-94. 

He said Kmarts are closing around the state 
and self-storage or U-Haul could be set up 
on the Kmart property, if the store should 
close. 

Akers agreed it might be more appropriate 
to separate the car rentals from the truck 
rentals. 

Rezoning 

The commission also held a public hearing 
on the rezoning of 13414 Martinsville Rd. 
from M-1, light industrial, to R1-B, single- 
family residential. 

This is another in a recent series of homes 
rezoned on Martinsville, north of Savage 
Road, in an area that had been zoned M-1 
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at one time in the past, but had already had 
homes on them. Recently, the banks have 
required the homes to be properly zoned in 
order for property buyers to get loans. 

Andrea L. Ratajski said she got married 
in November and is living with her husband 
in Bloomfield Hills. She has accepted an 
offer on her former home and is waiting for 
a closing date. She is asking for the rezoning 
on the .94 acres on Martinsville. 

Atchinson said she and Andrea have been 
long-time friends, but she has no financial 
interest in this transaction. Commission 
members said their friendship doesn’t matter 
in the vote on the rezoning. 

The commission voted unanimously to 
send the rezoning request on to the township 
board for final action, with a recommendation 
for approval.

township. Her wages will reflect her May 15, 
2019 hire date into the American Federation 
of State County and Municipal Employees 
union and her longevity calculated on that 
date; 

e Approved the appointment of Anthony 
Burdick to the deputy clerk position to be 
paid $25.08 per hour effective May 15, 
pending a background check. Burdick said 
he had lived in the township for 15 years; 

e Approved the closure of Sumpter Road 
from Judd Road to Dunn Road from 11:30 
a.m. until the parade ends on Saturday, May 
25, for the Sumpter Country Festival parade; 

e Approved the first reading of an ordinance 
amending and restating the blight ordinance. 
Township attorney Rob Young said this 
amendment is at the request of Chief Luke. 
Ordinance misdemeanor tickets take a while 
to work their way through the court. This 
will change them to civil infractions as other 
communities do; 

e Approved the addendum to the Sumpter 
Township Emergency Management Plan to 
include the Storm Ready and SKYWARN 
spotter programs; 

e Approved the application to the National 
Weather Service for the Storm Ready 
Community program; 

e Approved amending the fee schedule 
to include USB drives for Freedom of 
Information Act requests for copies of the 
board meeting off the audio-visual system 
in the board room at a cost of $5; 

e Approved having Hennessey Engineers 
request bids for drain repairs to the fire 
station; 

e Heard attorney Young explain in the 
prosecution of a blight ordinance, the court 
ordered a lien of $5,000 to clean up the blight 
and bids came in at $5,825 and $6,500. The 
lower bid was approved; 

e Heard Chief Luke say 12 people turned in 
assessments of flood damage to the county, 
saying their properties were “affected” up 
to “destroyed.” Another from Washtenaw 
County turned in an assessment because 
they get their water from Sumpter. He said 
these are all preliminary and his assessment 
was there was more flooding than normal, 
but it was minor to moderate flooding in the 
township.

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state. The State of Michigan sent five teams 
out to assess the flooding damage, but they 
only went to Dearborn Heights, Ecorse, and 
Allen Park. He said it will be months down 
the road before money will be released. He 
said the county deals with the state and the 
state deals with the federal government; 

e Heard Treasurer Ken Bednark report 
there is $1.6 million in the tax fund and 
they are still in the process of untangling 
the furball in his office. He said there have 
been three treasurers and four deputies in 
one year, which led to the present situation 
which is being worked out; 

e Heard Kari Ford, from the auditor, report 
she’s been at Sumpter since April 25, for 25 
hours per week doing the former finance 
director’s job. She said they have made 
progress. She said the deputy treasurer is 
capable, but needs to be trained and, “That’s 
what we’re working on. She said they are 
working on taxes to the county and it’s 
probably OK to let that go to the county. 
She said she’s in the finance director’s 
office and she’s done a significant amount 
of accounting. She said there are a couple 
of good applications for finance director 
and she urged the board to hire a person as 
soon as possible. She said they have until 
September to get the audit to the state. 
The former financial director was on duty 
through April 30. She said she wouldn’t 
say everything is smoothed out, but she’s 
confident they can get it all taken care of; 

e Heard attorney Young say he has no 
further updates on the situation that keeps 
retirees from getting their money. He said 
bids are being posted for upgrades to the 
hexagon building to turn it into a library 
facility. They will coordinate with the 
district library, but Sumpter is doing the 
upgrades alone; 

e Heard Treasurer Bednark say the recent 
Emergency Response Training led by Jamie 
Goode moves the township forward in the 
area of emergency response; and 

e Heard Richard Harrison of Odyssey 
Drive say Wayne County has dumped dirt 
along Bemis Road. He said they used to 
have a 2-3’ shoulder of gravel along Bemis 
and now if someone drops off the road they 
are in the sod. “We’re at the end of the line 
out here” for service,’ Harrison said. He 
urged everyone to call the road commission 
with complaints.

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VBT warns real estate agents to 
do due-diligence on Martinsville

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said the township has sent a 
letter to real estate agents in the area telling 
them to do their due-diligence before 
selling a house and setting off the 30 days 
to closing. 

At the regular meeting of the township 
board of trustees on May 21, he said 
there have been several homes sold on 
Martinsville Road that have needed 
rezoning because they were on land 
presently zoned M-1, light industrial. 

He said it takes 60 to 90 days for a 
rezoning and this is holding up a lot of 
sales. 

Ron Akers, VBT director of planning 
and economic development, said he looked 
into the situation and found that in the 
past, in the 1980s or 1990s, apparently an 
industrial developer planned a project and 
an area of land was rezoned. The project 
did not move forward. 

He said people now trying to sell their 
homes in that area find the banks won’t 
loan to the buyers because the houses are 
in industrial zoning. 

“Can’t the township change them all?” 
asked Trustee Sherry Frazier, who is a real 
estate agent. 

“Rather than mass rezoning, we are 
having them do it individually,” Akers said, 
explaining some people have industrial 
uses on their property. 

Supervisor McNamara said the township 
is going through a Master Plan update and 
it will be looking at the situation there. 

“We could send letters to those in the M-1 
zone with a house on it and ask if they want 
rezoning at a reduced rate,” Akers said. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if someone 
could build a factory there on the present 


M-1 zoning and Akers said they could. 

She said those trying to sell their homes 
are losing time with the rezoning. She 
asked if that is costing them money. 

Akers said the mortgage company could 
renegotiate the time and there is no money 
lost there. 

“Is there any other area with this 
challenge?” Trustee Miller asked and 
Akers said he didn’t know. 

Akers said Haggerty Sub has a problem 
because some want to build additions, 
but there are not any other areas with the 
problem on Martinsville. 

He said there were plans for an industrial 
development at one point and it is Master 
Planned residential. 

Trustee Paul White said there is a small 
machine shop on Haggerty Road, near 
Bemis, with 150-foot frontage mixed in 
with residential uses. He said also Draw 
Tite on Martinsville is in a residential area. 

Trustee Frazier said banks are requiring 
property zoning because it affects the 
property value. She said a parcel on 
Belleville Road, near Ecorse, has been for 
sale for two to three years that is advertised 
as “zoned industrial.” 

In other business at the 43-minute regular 
meeting on May 21, the board: 

e Approved the second reading and 
approval of an ordinance rezoning 1123 
Savage Rd., at the corner of Martinsville, 
from M-1, light industrial, to R1-B, single 
family residential; and 

e Approved the second reading and 
final approval of an amendment to an 
ordinance that codifies park rules and gives 
township police the ability to enforce park 
rules. When asked about the park rules, 
Supervisor McNamara replied, “If you act 
like a human being, no problem”.

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Court Watching: 
Ervin Toliver charged 


with murder in 2008 
Pine Creek shooting

Ervin Altonio Toliver, 41, has been 
charged by the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
office with homicide, possession of weapon 
by a felon, and another weapons charge, for 
the murder of a teen in 2008 in Van Buren 
Township. 

VBT Police Lt. Louis Keele said Toliver 
has just completed a ten-year sentence on 
gun charges in a federal penitentiary. 

Lt. Keele said VBT got the warrants for 
him in 2011 and waited for him to get done 


with his federal sentence to prosecute these 
charges. 

Toliver was brought to the 34" District 
Court lockup on May 22 to go before 
Magistrate Lisa Martin for his probable 
cause conference, but after several hours of 
waiting for his retained attorney of record, 
Raymond Burkett, the court session was 
adjourned until June 5. 

Magistrate Martin said it was learned 
the defense attorney had been suddenly 
hospitalized and wouldn’t be coming. 

Early in the morning on Sunday, Sept. 28, 
2008, Kenneth Jackson, 17, of Ypsilanti was 
shot in the neck in the parking lot of Pine 
Creek Golf Course on West Huron River 
Drive. Then he was put into a Dodge Neon 
and taken to the Speedway gas station at 
Rawsonville and Grove roads where he was 


abandoned in the back seat of the car. 

At about 1:47 a.m., VBT police responded 
to the Speedway station. About the same 
time, employees at Pine Creek Golf course 
called police to report gun shots being fired 
in their parking lot. 

Police from VBT and Washtenaw County 
Sheriff’s Department found a male juvenile 
in the back seat of the Neon with no other 
occupants or witnesses at the scene. 

Jackson was transported to St. Joseph 
Mercy Hospital, Ann Arbor, where he was 
treated and later pronounced dead. 

As the case unfolded, police learned the 
shots fired at Pine Creek and the shooting 
victim at Speedway were related. 

Witnesses at Pine Creek reported a verbal/ 
physical altercation had taken place between 
individuals and then several shots were 
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fired in the parking lot. Seven shell casing 
from a 9mm handgun were confiscated by 
police and sent to the Michigan State Police 
Crime Lab. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain, 
who was a captain at the time, said one 
witness told police that some of the people 
involved left the golf course parking lot 
in a red Dodge Neon and turned toward 
Rawsonville Road on West Huron River 
Drive, driving away at a high rate of speed. 

Accounts from witnesses at Pine Creek 
and Speedway said there were numerous 
others that were there at both locations who 
may be friends of the victim and they fled 
the scenes before police arrived. 

Captain Laurain said officers were on the 
case non-stop and were frustrated by people
